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2.  Bhysical  Features  & General  j 

Character  of  the  Area. 

« 

The  to’TO  is  situated  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  Henai  Straits, 
tlie  ground  gradually  rising  up  in  ttie  tovn  itself  and  just  beyond  it 
to  a height  of  about  200  feet  above  sea  level,  vhen  it  becomes  merged 
into  the  more  or  less  flat  Anglesey  tableland.  The  southern  aspect  of  ^ 
the  tovn  and  the  protection  afforded  by  tlie  rising  ground  to  the  north  5 
behind  the  torm  ensures  an  equable  climate,  t}ie  vinters  being  mild  4 
and  the  surpiers  temperate.  The  severity  of  the  'vinter  is  in  addition 
mitigated  by  the  pro:cimity  of  the  Gulf  Stream,  and  the  sncar  ^ich  is 
seen  to  be  constantly  covering  the  distant  Sncf^donian  range  across  the 
Straits,  but  very  seldom  falls  in  the  tO'Tn  itself.  The  temperature 
naturally  varies  according  to  the  distance  from  t>\e  top  of  the  ridge 
and  'ihile  it  may  be  warm  at  sea  level  in  the  to^  itself,  yet  over 
the  sumait  of  the  hill,  the  temperature  may  be  intensely  cold  a<7ing 
to  a north  ^ind  blowing  directly  across  the  tt^leland  fmpi  the  Irish 
sea. 

The  term  is  built  for  the  most  part  upon  rook,  ’^hich  in  this 
particulcur  instance  is  the  most  ancient  of  the  old  rock  formations 
^ich  are  met  ^ith  in  tlie  island  • a formation  ^fhich  }ia8  been 
provisionally  termed  "The  Kona  Ccmplex"  this  "Complex*  is  supposed  to 
be  of  Pre«Cambrian  age  and  comprises  tvo  distinct  systems,  being 
composed  of  70  different  t^.'pes  of  rocks.  This  formation  is  laid  bare 
both  in  the  Sanitary  District  itself  and  in  a considerable  area  of  the 
ad  j oining  countyy. 

The  Area  is  exceedingly  veil  vooded  on  the  banks  of  the  Straits, 
in  common  vith  the  remaining  portion  of  southern  eea  line  of  the 
county,  from  vhich  circumstances  vas  doubtless  derived  the  name  Yhys 
Tyvyll  (Dark  or  Shady  Island)  by  \dxich  the  island  'ms  knovn  among  the 
very  early  inhabitants  of  Horth  Yales.  But  as  one  ascends  the  ridge 
behind  the  torrn  vegetation  becomes  more  and  more  scarce  until  on  the 
tableland  itself  luxuriant  foliage  is  the  exception.  This  is  due  in 
chief  to  the  shallovneas  of  the  soil  and  to  tiie  outcropping  at  the 
surface  of  the  underlying  rock. 

The  Rainfall  of  the  District  is  high  oving  to  the  proximity  to 
the  Cambrian  Iioun tains  uhich  intercept  the  rain  clouds  from  the 
vestem  ocean.

I BIRTH  RATS. 

The  number  of  "births  registered  during  tlie  year  was  24  (10  males 
and  14  fema-les),  or  at  the  rate  of  13.34  per  1000  of  the  population.

There  was  1 illegitimate  Birth  registered  during  the  year  (a 
female)  - outside  the  district  But  transferable  to  this  area.  This 
. gives  a ratis  of  4 per  cent  of  total  Births,  or  .5  per  1000  population. 

The  Birth  rate  is  consequently  a welcome  improvement  upon  that  of 
' last  year,  which  was  the  lowest  for  some  considerable  time. 

'■  DEATH  RATE. 

‘ fhe  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  during  the  year 

was  22  (10  mAftes  and  12  females),  or  at  the  rate  of  12,23  per  1000  of 
population. 

Correcting  this  for  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  the 
total  is  then  26  (11  males  and  15  females),  or  at  the  rate  of  14.46 
per  1000  of  population.

The  death  rate  during  this  12  months  is  consequently  less  than 
that  of  last  year  which  was  the  highest  for  some  years.  It  is  very 
satisfactory  to  note  that  the  unusual  and  unwelcome  state  of  affairs 
of  last  year  has  not  persisted,  and  that  the  Birt>\  and  death  rates 
I have  reached  a more  normal  stage. 

ju  IKFANTILB  MQRT^ITY. 

The  excellent  record  of  last  year  under  t^iis  heading  has 
unf ortunately  not  Been  maintained,  and  two  deaths  were  registered 
during  the  12  months;  one  (an  illegitimate  female  2 days)  was  registered 
outside  the  district  But  is  transferable. 

The  rate  in  the  district  itself  is  consequently  41,66  per  1000 
births,  but  correcting  for  the  transferable  birth  and  death  it  is  80 
per  1000  births.

As  was  the  case  in  the  previous  twelve  nonths  the  proportion  of 
the  deaths  under  this  age  group  has  "been  very  great.  In  the  District 
itself  15  deaths  were  registered,  or  63>b  of  tlie  total  deaths:  correcting 
for  transfers  16  deaths  were  registered,  or  61-|-^  of  the  total. 

This  gives  a ra.te  of  8.34  for  district  deaths,  and  8.81  for 
corrected  deaths.

The  deaths  included  5 males,  and  11  females,  one  of  the  latter 
“being  a resident  but  dying  outside  the  district;  the  ages  of  twelve 
of  them  were  between  70  and  80,  and  three  over  80,  the  oldest  being  84. 
In  the  previous  year  under  .tJiis  group  there  were  four  over  90,  the 
oldest  being  93  years. 

An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  in  this  age  group  gives  4 cases 
due  to  influenza,  5 to  senile  decay,  2 to  cerebral  apoplexy,  2 to 
Bright’s  disease,  2 to  heart  disease,  2 to  cancer  and  1 to  suicide 
during  temporary  insanity. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  ivhy  the  number  of  female  deaths  under  this 
age  group  should  be  more  than  double  those  of  the  male  deaths: 
numerical  superiority  may  partly  account  for  it,  more  males  dying  at 
an  earlier  age. 

I.  There  were  3 deaths  registered  during  the  12  months  from  cancer 
2 males  and  1 female.  This  gives  a rate  of  1.66  per  1000  population.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  rate  for  this  year  is  again  low, 
and  that  there  has  been  no  recurrence  like  t)ie  District’s  "black  year" 
of  1923. 

There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  research  work  going  on 
with  regard  to  the  origin  etc.,  of  this  malady,  and  certain  discoveries 
have  been  made.  But  at  present  surgical  interference  in  the  early 
stage  of  the  growth  still  offers  the  most  hopeful  chance  of  cure  to 
sufferers.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed  upon  the  public,  that 
so  far  as  is  at  present  known,  cancer  never  attacks  a healthy  organ: 

&nd  that  it  is,  in  consequence,  of  the  greatest  importance  to  keep  all 
the  bodily  functions  in  as  healthy  a state  vas  possible,  particularily 
as  regards  the  digestive  functions  - the  ingestion  of  suitable  food, 
and  - most  essential  of  all  - proper  elimination.  Like  any  other 
machine  which  is  required  to  work  efficiently,  the  human  machine  must 
be  kept  clean,  given  proper  fuel  and  proper  labricating  oil,  and  not 
* overloaded.

There  were  no  deaths  registered  in  the  District  itself  but  tliere 
is  1 transferable  death  - a female  infant,  2 days  old.

As  expected,  the  exceptional  state  of  affairs  last  year,  '«fhen 
there  ^as  a nil  return  under  this  heading,  ^as  not  maintained  for  long, 
and  this  year  3 deaths  Tfere  registered  in  the  District  itself,  and  1 
transferable  death  from  outside  (3  males  and  1 female).  Three  of  the 
cases  ^7ere  puLmonary,  and  one  (male  14  yrs)  acute  meningitis. 

This  gives  a rate  of  2,22  per  1000  population.

There  have  been  no  severe  epidemics  in  the  district  during  the  12 
months.  In  Jan  and  Feb  there  were  4 cases  of  dipht}ieria  arising  in 

3 families,  all  recovered.  In  Feb.  and  llarch  a mild  wave  of  influenza 
swept  the  district.  Directly  and  indirectly  it  accounted  for  5 deaths 

4 in  people  over  70  (3  males  and  1 female)  and  in  the  other  case 
supervening  fatally  upon  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (male  31yr8). 

The  disease  presented  the  usual  and  well-known  manifestations  and 
synptons. 

There  was  no  other  epidemic  during  the  year. 

, The  remaining  deaths  registered  during  the  year  include  one  case 

of  diabetes  (female)  and  one  case  of  hypertrophic  hepatitis  (female). 
Diabetes  was  also  the  primary  cause  of  death  in  one  of  the  cerebral 
apoplexy  cases. 

T'?©  deaths  were  certified  by  the  coroner  after  inquests  had  been 
held;  in  one  the  verdict  was  "Natural  Causes  - Heart  Failure"  and  in 
the  other  "Suicide  while  temiDorar jrly  insane", 

4.  Social  Conditions  ds  Occupations  etc.. 

in  relation  to  Public  Health. 


The  town  is  more  or  less  a residential  one:  there  are  no  factories, 
nor  are  the  inhabitants  employed  to  any  extent  in  any  particular  o 
occupation.  Certain  poorer  irdiabitants  eke  out  a precarious 
livelihood  by  fishing  in  t}ie  Menai  Straits,  but  the  cJiief  business 
of  the  town  ie  carried  on  during  tlie  suromer  months  when  visitors  are 
extensively  catered  for  by  a large  section  of  the  population.  The 
population  ie  in  consequence  largely  augmented  during  the  summer 
months  by  visitors  from  outside,  particularly  from  Lancashire;  visitors 
come  by  steamer,  as  well  as  by  train  and  road,  vessels  from  Liverpool 
calling  here  daily  during  the  summer  months.  A small  section  of  the 
population  is  engaged  on  the  railway,  and  another  small  section  in 
warehouses. 

In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  manufactures  and  other  industrial 
trades,  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  not  influenced  by  any 
particular  occupation.  Taken  on  the  whole  the  health  of  the  people  is 
uniformly  good,  the  majority  of  the  deaths  being  araong  elderly  people 
who  foam  tlie  numerical  superiority.  In  consequence  of  the  latter 
feet  the  birth  rate  of  the  area  is  alwajrs  somewhat  below  that  of  the 
country  generally. 

Nor  is  the  district  liable  to  any  particular  disease;  the  only 
exception,  perhaps,  is  that  in  cororaon  with  the  rest  of  the  small 
coast  towns  in  this  part  of  the  country,  sraall- scale  epidemics  of 
diphtheria  are  of  not  infrequent  occurrence.  In  fact  diphtheria 
appears  to  be  endemic  in  the  district  and  sporadic  cases  occur  fairly 
frequently.  For  example,  there  were  24  cases  in  the  District  during 
the  period  1922-1925,  but  no  mortality.  The  relaxing  climatdci 
conditions  in  the  area  tend  to  predispose  a good  deal  to  dyspeptic 
troubles  of  a minor  nature,  and  to  nervous  debility  conditions, 
particularly  during  tlie  warmer  montJis  of  the  year.  Other^Tise  the 
health  of  the  IniiabitajitB  ae  a whole  calls  for  no  coorsent.

' and  proridt  a imall  otvorod  tul9  or  h ox : (preferably  of  netal) 
which  ihould'^be  placed  in  a yard  or  outhouse  for  the  deposition 
of.  refuse. 

It  ehould'ibe  pointed  out  that  household' ref  use  ought 
to  consist  of  very  little  more  than  ashes,  all  animal  and 
vegetable  refuse  from  the  l^citchen,  odd  scraps  of  food,  etc, 
being  easily  burnt.  It  is  either  sheer  la-ziness  or 
wilfuL  neglect  to  aJLlowrubbish  to  accumulate  near  the  house, 

Cloeet  Accommodation. 

Tiie  area  takee  in  a certain  amount  of  country  district 
with  farms,  isolated  cottages,  etc,  so  that,  naturally,  acll 
types  of  closet  accoraraoda'tion  are  met  ‘rith.  Moreover,  certain 
parts‘--of  the  town  are  situated  rather  high  up  the  sloping 
ground  fron  the  shore  to  the  tableland,  so  that  no  force  of 
water  can  be  obtained  for  a water  system.  Altogether,  in 
. both  the  sparsely  and  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the 
Area  there  are  about  68  privies--:  of  these  privies*.' about 
16  are  situated  in  -the  more  thickly  populated  part  of  the  town. 
And-  while  of  this- 16,  about  11  are  situated  too  high  up  the 
hill  to  allow  any  force  of  water  for  water  closets?^  there 
are  unfortunately  a few  in  the  town  itself,  and  where 
neighbouring  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets*.  Since 
however,  these  few  all  conform  to  the  bye-laws  and  regulations^- 
and  the  landlords  will  not  replacen  them  with  modern  closetsv 
nothing  can  be  done  in  the  w«iy  6fi  abolishing  them. 

Happily  their  number  is  less  than  formerly,  and  one  can  say 
that  conversion  is  proceeding,  but  very  slowly,  and  there  is 
no  definite  policy  with  a view  to  ultimate  abolition. 

During  the  summer  months*  complaints'  are  sometimes*  made  by 
neighbours,  and  great  care  is  takeir  to  have  them  periodically 
inspected,  and  whenever  necessary  notices  are  served  upon  the 
tenants? in  question.  The  contents  of  these  ptivies  are 

taken  to  the  gardens  and  dug  into  the  ground.  As-  mentioned 
above  the  whole  principle  of  these  privies  in  the  town  itn- 
self  is  most  unhygienic -i and  objectionable  but  unfortunately 
nothing  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  abolition. 

The  rest  of  the  houses  in  the  town  itself  is  provided 
with  water  closet  accommodation,  and  among  these  are  a great 
number  of  "the  old-  long -hopper  closets,  wi-th  their  concomitant 
ineffective  flush,  and  liability  to  become  filthy  unless 
; regularly  cleaned  and  scoured.  Where  these  are  met  wi-th 
and  are  apparently  very  old,  substitution  for  a more  modem 
pattern  is  advised, 

Wi-th  the  exception  of  the  above  mentioned  privies  and 
one  long -hopper  closet,  no  complaint  s^' have  been  received 
with  regard  to  closet  accommodation. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Ho  action  has  been  taken  by  -the  Local  Authority,  nor 
is  such  action  necessary.

HOUSIHG. 


The  General-’.PIousing  conditions  are  much  novr  as  they  ha.ve 
'Ween  for  some  years  past.  At  the  inspection  (completed  in  1916) 
f«Krrthe  purpose  of  the  Housing  ai^d  Townplanning  Act  of  1909,.  there 
were  368  houses  of  the  gross  rental  of  £16l  a^nd  under.  The  number 
of  actual  working  class  houses  in  the  IDistrict  wa.s  ^03,  of  which 
56  needed  general- repairs , and  16  were  cond'eraned  and  should 
have  been  closed:  in  addition  10  were  over- crowded . These  would 
have  been  dealt  with,  then  could'  suitable  houses  have  been 
obtained,  but  owing  to  the  war  the  scheme  had  to  be  abandoned. 

That  was  10  years  ago.  Since  the  war  16  new  houses  have  been 
erected  by  the  L,  A.,  under  the  Government  scheme,  but  this  has 
not  been  sufficient  to  remedy  the  present-day  shortage.  And  there 
are  still  houses  being  occupied  which  were  eondemned  and  should 
have  been  closed  years  ago.  But  in  the  absence  of  alternative 
accommodation  nothing  can  be  done  in  the  ^-^ay  of  alleviation. 
Systematic' inspections  however  are  made,  to  ensure  the  best 
conditionsf or  inmates. 

Similarly  with  regard  to  crrercr owding.  Several  cases  of 
this  nature  have  been  met  with,  but  since  there  is  no  other 
accommodation  for  the  people  in  question,  very  little  can  be  done. 

T'rere  is  still  therefore  need  for  more  houses,  but  at 
present  no  measures  have  been  taken  or  are  being  contemplated 
to  meet  t3ce  shortage. 

Apart  from  the  condemned  houses  the  general  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area  is  good;  most  of  the  defects:  discovered  are  concerned 
’•’•ith  sanitation,  •'vnich  is  usually/-  either  defective  or  antiquated. 

There  are  no  ururealthy  areas  nor  tliere  any  byela^-s  relating 
to  houses  let  in  lodgings,  or  to  tents,  va^s,  etc.,  To 
illustrate  the  need  for  houses  after  the  war,  the  Council’s  new 
houses  were  all  let  before  completion;  and  from  amongst  the 
numerous  applicants  nine  of  the  houses  were  let  to  families 
who  were  in  apartments  at  the  time,  and  two  farailies  who  were  in 
joint  occupation  of  dwellings  that  were  overcro^^ded  and  five 
to  families  who  were  ccsnpelled  to  leave  the  houses  they  were 
then  living  in. 


9.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  13'  liocnsed  producers  aiW 

purveyors  of  milk  in  the  Area;  no  licene'cs  have  been 
granted  for  the  sale  of-  "graded”  or  "Pasteurised"  milk, 
nor  have  there  been  any  applications. 

All  bacteriological  and  anaXytioal  work  is  undel?taken 
by  the  County  Council, 

The  registered  Co’vsheds  and  Dairies  have  been 
periodically  inspected. 
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("b)  Meat,  The  ne^v  Public  Health  (Meat)'  Regulations  1924 
Act  came  into  operation  on  April  1st  of  this  year;  It  deals 
”r±h  Slaughter-houses  and  Slaughtering,  Meat  Marking,  Stalls  and 
Shops  and  Stores,  etc,  and  v:i  th  '.  ransport  ^nd  ' .•indiing,  the 
object  being  to  ensure  a pure  meat  supply  to  the  community 
free  from  disease  aii'd,  so  far  as  possible,  from  extraneous 
contamination.  Some  apprehension  :vas  felt  by  small  holders 
and  cottages  as  t>j  its  >:fft;ct  upon  their  slaughtering  an 
occasional  pig  or  sheep  of  their  o^vn  rearing  on  their  premises, 
and  not  in  a licensed  or  registered  slaughter-house.  }3ut  the^ 
Order  refers  to  some  regular  user,  and  a ^ngle  slaughtering 
on  a farm  or  small  holding  or  cottage  premises  of  a s.eep  or 
pig  reared  tlner^on  is  not  prohibited.  The  i7hole  question 
depends  upon  'vtether  the  amount  of  adaughtering  carried  on  v^as 
sufficient  to  constitute  use  as  a slaughter-house, . 

Similarly  it  is  not  contemplated  in  the  Act  that  all 
_butchers  shops  should  be  provided  ’Tith  glass  fronts.  But  in 
no  circumstance,  ho^vever,  should-'meat  be  allorved  to  project 
outside  the  limits  of  the  'mil  or  screen  of  the  shop"  or  stall, 
where  it  would  be  exposed  to  contamination  from  the  street. 
’.There  meat  has  to  oe  kept  near  to  an  open  window  the  general 
rule  should ’be  that  it  be  covered  with  clean  muslin  or  other 
suitable  material,  but  this  precaution,  too,  nay  have  to  be 
suspended  when  a brisk  trade  is  being  carried  on. 

There  are  two  licensed  sia^hter  houses  in  the  Area:  Both 
are  private  and  both  were  in  use  before  1920.  They  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  the  requirements  attended  to,  iTo> 
new  registrations  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  have 
been  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  One  notice  required  to 

be  served  during  the  twelve  months,  the  defect  being 
promptly  remedied. 


10.  Factory  and  ^Torkshop  Act. 

’Tith  the  exception  of  the  instance  mentioned  above  all 
were  found  to  be  sanitary  aaid  satisfactory  at  the  various^ 
inspections' made . Three  medical  examinations  were  made 
during  the  year  with  regard  to  fitness  for  commencing  work  under 
this  Act  2 males  and  1 female.

She  district  has  been  swept  by  a nuimber  of  epidemics-  during 
,ie  period  1920—1925,  both  notifiable  and  non-^-notif iable'.  The 
jiar  1922  was  the  worst  v/ith  four  epidemics  - whooping-  cough  (with 
deaths),  influenza  (2  deaths),  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever; 
lie  year  1924-  was  comparatively  free  from  infectious  ds.s-ease-:. 

As  mentioned  • above  diphtheria  is  endemic-‘in  this  part  of  the 
i.ngdom  and  there  were  25  cases  during  the  years  1921—1925:  there 
uB  been  no  mortality.  No  cause  was  discovered  in  the  epidemic 
1922,  nor  could 'tiie  source  of  infection  be  traced  in  the  other 
ises. . 


II 


One  or  two  •’carriers”  were  met  with  at  different  times  and] 
prompt  means*  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  infection.  The 
absence  of'  mortality  is  doubtless  due  to  the  prompt 
administration  of  anti -toxin,  which  can  be  obtained  easily  at 
any  time  and  in  any  quantity,  free  of  cost,  from  the  offices 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Llangefni.  Medical  officers^  in 
this  district  should  always^  tele  care  to  keep  a,n  ample  supply 
of  this  in  stock,  for  it  ma.y  be  needed  any  tine  a.nd  enexpectedly 
It  is  administered  not  only  to  the  sufferer  hin.self,  but  to  all 
contacts  in  the  household.  The  Cjounty  Council  have  made 
arrangements  ivi th  the  Virol  he  search  Laboratories  for  the  free 
examination  of  all  swabs.  ilo  u.se  has  been  made  of  the  Schick 
and  lick  tests,  nor  has  any  recent  method  of  im''njinizati on  been 
practised.  There  ha.ve  been  19  cases  of  Scarlet  P-'ver  during 
this  5 y e var  period,  ag a i n ‘t i th  n o d e o.  th  s : th e r e we.  s a srn a 1 1 
epidemic  in  the  last  5 months  of  19:22  - 11  cases.  The 
remaining  cases  have  been  mcatly  s'poradic. 

Until  this  year  the  above  2 diseases  had  to  be  nursed  in  the 
homes  of  the  sufferers,  no  matter  wjiat  the  accommodation  and 
convenience  might  be,  but  this  year  the  County  Council  have 
opened  an  Isolation  Hospital  ne.-j.r  Llangefni.  This  will  iDrove 
an  inestimable  boon,  and  tlie  charges  are  graded  according  to  the 
sufferer’s  means;  in  destitute  cases  no  charge  is  made,  so 
that  there  is  now  no  excuse  for  people  with  these  diseases  not 
receiving  proper  nursing  and  proper  isolation,  ’/ith  regard 
to  non-  notifiable  diseases  there  has  been  an  influenza  wave 
each  year,  but  the  dise.-3se  appears  to  be  becoming  much  less 
wirulent:  the  tpipe  is  much  imilder;  its  ravages  too  are 

becom.ing  much  less  marked.  It  appiears  to  affect  older  people 
chiefly  and  it  is  amongst  this  class  that  the  mortality  has 
been;  it  caused  2 deaths  in  1922,  and  one  in  1924  - all  elderly 
people.  These  epidemics  appear  to  occur  in  the  winter  months 
addin  the  fatal  ca.ses  the  disea.seis  usua.lly  comrplicated  by 
bronchitis  or  pne-'omonia.  Hut  taken  altogether  influenza 
does  not,  in  this  district,  appear  to  be  nearly  the  bogey  it  once 
was . 

There  was  a severe  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  in  the 
early  months  of  1922  causing  5 deaths  of  infants,  and  it  was-; 
f ollowed  I soon  afterwards  by  a,  small  epidemhc"  of  English  measles: 
there  were  no  deaths  from;  this  la.st.  There  has  been  no  ca.se 
of  encephalitis  lethargica  in  the  District,  nor  have  any 
"return”  cases  of  scarlet  fever  been  discovered. 

A case  of  smallpox 'v/hi ch  occurred  in  the  County  in  1923 
(but  not  in  this  Area)  caused  a sma.ll  scare  amongst  the  people, 
a few  of  ’thorn;  promiptly  decided  to  be  sr-caccina.ted  as  a 
precautionary  m.easure.  Vaccinations'^  perf  ormed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  carried  out  in  his  official  ca.p- 
acity  as  Public  Vaccinator  (which  post  he  holds)  and  were 
consequently  not  under  the  Public  Health  ( SLIall-pox  Prevention ) 
Regulations  (1917). 

The  disinfection  of  premises  and  articles  ’thich  have  been 
exposed  to  infection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitapy  Inspector, 
who  will  do  this  work  free  of  charge  upon  request.  There  are 
no  special  facilities  available  in  the  area  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of'  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings*. 

No  other  disease  in  the  area  has  required  or  received  any 
special  attention.

The  Parish  of  Llandysilio  in  which  the  Urban  District  of 
Pridge  is  situated  is  a.  dmini  stered  j as  rega.rds  Poor  ha’"/ 
relief,  by  the  Hangor  and  Bea^imaris  Board  of  Guardians,  -dth 
headquarters  at  St,  David’s  nospi tal.,.  Ba,ngor:  the  parish  is 
comprised  with  6 other  parishes  in  their  Anglesey  Ho  2 District. 
The  area  under  the  administration  of  the  Board  of  Gu/.^rdians 
is  somiewhat  j-ess  than  the  area  administered  by  t?ie  Local 
Authority  (721  acres  as  compared  to  the  L.  A’s  825  acres): 
the  population  at  the  1921  Census  wa,s,  ho'^yever,  exactly  the 
same  for  eacr.  area.,  viz.,  1798,  so  that  for  Poor  La.w  purposes 
the  two  areas  mo.y  be  considered  to  be  identical.

The  applicants  for  relief  are  naturally  m.ore  numerous 
during  the  ’Winter  months  of  the  year  when  trade  is  less  brisk, 
and  when  visitors  are  absent;  moreover  there  is  little  or  no 
fishing  during  these  months  and  the  bread-winner  of  the  family 
may  ce  ill  and  unable  to  work.  The  Poor  L ’W  Infirmary,  or 
St.  Davids  Hospital  as  it  is  called,  is  situated  at  Bangor. 

It  is  a modern  building  completed  just  before  the  Uar,  and  has 
only  just  reverted  to  the  Guardians,  after  having  been  taken 
over  for  some  years  by  the  liinistry  of  Pensio?>s.  All 
necessitous  cases  from  this  District  are  readily  and  freely 
admi tted.

MEAj 


There  are  three  butcher’s  s.hops  in  the  Area,  all  of  which 
sell  only  local  killed  English  meat;  no  foreign  meat  (frozen 
or  home  killed)  is  sold.  There  are  no  stalls,  or  stores  or 
any  foreign  meat  shop  in  the  to'^n,  nor  is  meat  sold  in  the 
streets  from  vehicles. 

Inspection  of  the  meat  both  at  the  time  of  slaughtering 
and  afterwards  is  carried  out  and  care  taken  to  see  tha.t  the 
orders  of  the  Public  Health  (Heat)  Regulations  1924  Act  arc 
complied  with.  Tho  slaughter  houses  are  frequently  visited 
while  slaughtering  is  in  progress  and  the  carcasses  and 
internal  organs  inspected:  also  the  mode  of  dressing. 

No  case  of  diseased  animal  or  meat  has  been  discovered 
in  the  course  of  the  inspections,  nor  has  it  been  found 
necessary  to  seize  and  condemn  any  of  the  meat  at  any  time. 

No  case  of  poisoning  from  unwholesome  meat  has  been  reported. 


FISH. 

There  is  one  fish  shop  in  the  town.  No  complaint  has 
been  received  nor  any  case  of  poisoning  from  eating  fish  or 

shell-fish;  nor  has  any  fish  been  condemned.  Moot  of  the 
fish  is  caught  locally  and  is  consequently  fresh  when  sold. 


MILK: 

Samples  are  taken  periodica, lly  ano  forwa.rded  to  the  County 
Council  for  proper  examina.ti on ; this  work  i.s  not  undertaken 
by  the-  Local  Authority.  No  prosecution  has  been  instituted 
locally  as  a result  of  such  cxamina.tion,  nor  can  any  epidemic 
or  disease  be  traces, ble  to  drinking  infected  milk. 

BUTTER.  CHbEGS  AND  OTHLR  FOODS; 

Ther  has  been  no  ca.se  of  food  poisoning  of  any  discription 
in  the  Area,  nor  has  any  compla.int  been  received.  No  kind  of 
feed  has  been  seized  and  condemned. 


The  69  ins^^ectionc  made  by  the  Sanitary  Ins^^ector  during 
the  year  included  inspection  of  houses  for  defects  also 
disinfection  of  houses:  inspection  of  slaughter-houses,  shops, 
bakehouses,  cowsheds,  dairies  and  premises  regarding  the 
condition  of  drains,  privie-,  askpits  and  sanitary  conditions 
generally. 

Statutory  notices  to  repair  a.  defective  drain,,  and  to 
repair  the  houses  and  to  provide  new  .-anitary  convenience ;• 
for  three  workmen’s  dwellings  were  served  during  the  year. 

Seven  preliminary  notices  to  repair  defective  drains 
and  one  to  clean  out  and  lime  wash  a bakehouse,  were  served 
during  the  yea.r. 

All  the  above-mentioned  notices  were  complied  with.
